W. Miller, former alien property cus- 
todian on charges of conspiray to de- 
frand the government, averred he had 
had no knowledge that the $441,000 
’ paid John T. King, late 
republican national. committeeman, 
from Connecticut, was to be divided 
with any other person. 

United States District Attorney 
tuckner, has declared the government 
will show that $50,000 of the commis- 
sion was traced to Miller, at least 
» $22,000 to Daugherty, and some to the 
late Jesse Smith, described as Daugh- 
erty’s “man Friday.” 


Of the $250,000 he received as agent 
of the Swiss claimants for recovering 


the sequestered funds, Merton said 
$75,000 had been donated to charities 
for building play grounds in Germany. 
£50,000 was lost when it was convert- 
ed into marks that depreciated and 
the remaining $125.000 will be donated 
German charities under obliga- 
tions he assumed at his father’s death 
Merton Cross-Examined.

During most of the time 
he was under cross-examination by 
William Rand, Miller’s chief counsel.

FRANCE URGES 
EARLY MEETING 
UN DISARMAMENT 


Boncour Tells League of 
Nations Steps Already 
Taken To Reduce Size of 
Army.

Geneva, Switzerland, September 13. 
(?)—The outstanding event in Geneva 
today was France's recommendation, 
voiced by M. Paul Boncour, that a 
general conference on disarmament 
should be convoked at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 

Quickly following France's decision 
pronounced at Paris the very day Ger-

of Nations, whereby the French army 
would be reduced by 2,700 officers and 
steps would be taken to establish a 
12-month instead of 18-month military 
service for French youth, M. Paul 
Boncour's action today furnished evi- 
dence to many of the delegates that 
France sincerely desires to reach a 


‘disarmament agreement. 


Optimism Created. 

Many of the delegates, however.

the technical difficulties which have 


arisen repeatedly in the military sub-

|lems in preparation for a general dis- 


armament conference. Nevertheless,

A modified resolution was adopted 
by the league assembly’s disarmament 
commission today; it emphasizes the 
necessity of concluding as soon as pos- 
sible a convention on the private man- 
ufacture of arms.

before next September, but insists

Ger- 
many, continue with almost frantic 
endeavors of the representatives of 
both French and German delegations 
to prevent the public from getting an 
exaggerated impression of their im- 
portance. Both statesmen are moving 
cautiously, realizing the stupendous 
nature of their tasks.

Herrin then drew his 
gun again, and then | went to my car 
which was standing about 15 or 20 
feet away and got my gun and fired at 
Herrin, as he was looking back, aim- 
ing his gun over his shoulder at me.” 


The defense introduced several wit- 
nesses, among whom was Sheriff C. S. 
Baldwin, N. S. Thompson. W. O. 
Giles, C. S. Baldwin, N. 8. Thomp- 
son, W. O. Giles and two negroes. 

George Shaw, Wink Vaughn, Her- 
bert Perkins, E. L. Alford, P. 8. 
Burney and Dr. Ralph M. Goss, of 
Athens, testified for the state. The 
state sought to prove that Herrin did 
not draw his pistol the second time. 
and that he was walking toward the 
water service in the garage when fired 
upon from the rear by Little. 

Dr. Goss, who operated upon Her- 
rin at the Athens hospital, where he 
was carried after the shooting, testi- 
fied that one bullet struck Herrin 
and entered the back about half an 
inch left of the spinal column, the 
wound from this shot causing death.

HAGUE 10 SETTLE 
CASE OF DESMOND 


Paris, September 13.—(#)—What 
threatened for a time to develop into 
a serious diplomatic incident between 
France and Turkey will be turned 
over to the permanent court of inter- 
national justice at The Hague for ad- 
judication. The controversy arose 
over the arrest at Constantinople by 
the Turkish authorities of Lieutenant 
Desmons, of the French merchant 
ship, Lotus, on a charge of manslaugh- 
ter. 

France protested the arrest and Pre- 
mier Poincare Sunday warned the 
Turkish ambassador that the French 
government would brook no further 
delay in the release of the officer. 

Liberty in Bail. 

Today a Turkish tribunal granted 
provisional liberty to Lieutenant Des- 
mons, in bail of 6,000 Turkish pounds 
(about $26,000). 

The case involves a cardinal point 
of international maritime law. The 
Lotus, carrying mails, ran down and 
sank the Turkish coaster, Bozkur in 
Greek waters near Mytile. with the 
loss of eight members of the crew of 
the Bozkur. 

Desmons, who as second officer of 
the Lotus, was on the bridge at the 
time of the accident. In the face of 
protests of the French, he was held 
without bail for trial. and the ship 
was not allowed to clear from port 
until a huge bond was posted. 

The French government asserted 
that the whole action of Turkey was 
in violation of international maritime

ployed by Gordon, were outstanding 
features of a meeting of friends of Mr. 
Ragsdale held at the Kimball House 
Monday night to perfect plans for a 
whirlwind campaign in his behalf. 

Another outstanding feature was the 
reading by Chairman George West, of 
a letter from Paul S, Etheridge, chair- 
man of the Fulton county commission, 
denving charges that [ulton county, 
while Mr. Ragsdale served as a mem- 
ber of the county commission “was 
in bankruptey. He said Fulton 
county is not now, never has been and 
is never likely to be on the “brink of 
bankruptey. He said the county is 
paving all bills as they come due and 
that Fulton county warrants are 
worth 100 cents on the dollar at At- 
lanta banks.

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DUTIES OF JUDGE 


Former Governor Hugh M. Dorsey, 
who was appointed by Governor Clif- 
ford. Walker Saturday to fill the judge- 
ship made vacant by the death of 


Judge Harry M. Reid, of the civil 


division of the city court, took the 
oath of office Monday morning at che 
state capitol and immediately went 
to the courthouse, where he took over 
his new duties. 


After a few matters of routine had 
been disposed of Judge Dorsey ad- 

urned court until Wednesday moern- 
ing, at which time be will hear all of 
the cases in their regular order, he 
said. : 

Among the first to felicitate Judge 
Dorsey was Henry C. Peeples, one of 
est oldest members of the Atlanta 
bar, who is one of the few attorneys 
here who practiced before Judge Dor- 
sey’s father, the late Judge Rufus 
Dorsey, when the latter held the judge- 
ship of the same court in 1884. Judge 
Rufus Dorsey resigned at the end of 
one year’s service to resume private 
practice. 

Judge Dorsey was born in Fayette- 


ville, Ga., Fayette county. and receiv-| 


he studied law. He was admitted to 
the bar m Fayetteville in 1894 by 
Judge Sampson W. Harris. 

In 1895 he came to Atlanta and 
began the practice of law, which has 
continued until now, except for the 
period he served as governor of Geor- 
gia and solicitor general of Fulton 
county. 

Governor Joseph M. Brown appoint- 
ed him solicitor general of the Fulton 
circuit in 1910. In 1919 he ran for 
reelection and carried every precinct 
in the county. 

He was elected to the governor’s 
chair in 1916 against two opponents. 
In 1918 he was relected governor 
without opposition, serving until 1921, 
when he retired to his private practice 
as a member of ‘he law firm of Dor- 
sey, Howell & Heyman. During the 
world war,ems chief executive of the 
state, constructive and helpful legis- 
lation was passed under his direct 
leadership. 

Before taking the oath of office 
Monday Judge Dorsey retired from his 
law firm, this step being required by 
law. His term under the governor's 
appointment will extend until the gen- 
eral election ra November.
